HICH ORE AT VELVET. 

Regular Shipments Averaged $20 Per 
Ton—Bright Outlook For Steady 
Operations This Winter. 

Conditions afle rapidly improving with 
respect to the Velvet mine, and the pre¬ 
diction that the property will eventually 
become a large and profitable producer 
eeema to be hi a fair way to be realised 
judging from the results attained at the 
mine in September,-way* the Rowland 
Miner. 

The manager’s cable advices to his 
I-ondon directors states that September 
shipment* aggregated 380 tons, the ap¬ 
proximate value of which may bo takeu 
at $20 net per ton. 

An important atatement is made to 
the effect that Manager Grey fs prospect¬ 
ing a streak of ore on the No. 1 level in 
which the vein matter assays no less 
Uian five ounces of gold per ton. This 
is $100 ore and exceptionally high grade 
for the Rowland camp. Sinking has also 
been started on the stable shaft. 

As Is well known the Velvet is con¬ 
fining Its shipments at the present time 
to the high grade ore produced in the 
mine. This is owing to the present 
hoary costs of transportation, the pro¬ 
duct having to he hauled In wagons sev¬ 
eral miles to the railroad sidiug. The 
problem of utilizing the extensive de¬ 
posits of medium grade ore blocked out 
ia the working! is beiug solved by the 
construction of a concentrating |>lant. 
As yet only on experimental plaut is con¬ 
templated and tlie construction work on 
this is well advanced. If the operation 
of thd concentrator on a commercial 
basis proves as sstisfactory as was In¬ 
dicated by the preliminary tests the plant 
is to be substantially enlarged and the 
Present structure Is designed to permit 
of extension without reconstruction. 

The outlook for coutwued operations 
at the Northport smelter without further 
Interference as the reanlt of coke ahort- 
nge is bright.

STORM ON COAST. 

Some pretty heavy galea were encoun¬ 
tered by ihe steamer Vfueeu City, which 
returned from Ahousaht aud way points 
ou the West Coast lust night. The vessel 
loft here on Saturday night and in going 
down the Straits eucouotered the big 
wind storm of early Sunday morning. 
Shelter was sought at Port Renfrew, but 
ufter leaving there a strong southweater 
was experienced and the whole trip waa 
rendered rather disagreeable by bad 
weather. At Clayoquot the schooners 
Diana, Victoria and Carrie C. W. were 
storm bound, and at Eucluelet the Fav¬ 
orite, Zlliah May and Enterprise were 
held prisoners by the high winds of the 
pest week. The Enterprise had ventured 
out but had returned with her sails torn 
to smithereens. The catches of nil six 
schooners have been published hereto¬ 
fore, and they had n<F late news of in¬ 
terest to report. 

The steamer Queen City brought back 
t good list of passengers, there being 
sixty Chinese in her steerage who were 
engaged in the building of trails it the 
San Juan district. Aa freight the steam¬ 
er brought from Clayoquot 2,200 cases of 
salmon, wbicl} she is discharging at the 
ocean dock to-day.

The ves¬ 
sels ar© the liuxor,. which has sugar for 
the B. C. Sugar Kefiuery, and the Kar- 
i.ak. The latter arrived at San Fran 
clso three days ago. For eight days, oif 
the Costa Rican eoastjthe Karnak stood 
by her sister ship, the Kainbyaec, which 
hud gone anhbre, and uuder the givalebt 
difficulties rescued hertrrew ftoui drown- 
iug, afterward lauding all hands at 
Punta Arenas, in addition to this work, 
the officers and men of the Karnak. 
fought off thieving natives of, Costa 
Rica, who were bent on stealing the 
cargo of tire Kansbyses, and with rifles 
and revolvers compelled itfie peons to 
return through the surf without the rich 
loot that might have been theirs. 

The Karnak, Capt. R. Kopp, k t05 
days from Hamburg, by way o f Ant¬ 
werp und I-oudou. The port of Valpe- 
rniso was left ou September 15th. Ail 
business was temporarily at a stand¬ 
still in the Chilean port, owing to the 
arrival of the Argentine battleship San 
Martino with friendly greetings from 
her government to the Chileans, aa a 
result of the uew treaty of peaca lat- 
ly effected between the two nations. 
The greatest honors were accorded to 
tlie officers and me* of the San Martino 
at Valparaiso.

Although the city council baa not yet 
awarded the contract for the construc¬ 
tion of Point Ellice bridge ia quite 
plain they have determined that the Vic¬ 
toria Arm shall do the work. Further¬ 
more, it Is uot improbable that this com¬ 
pany will build the whole structure, 
foundation und all. In view of what 
transpired at the meeting of the streets, 
bridges aud sewers committee last night. 
The Victoria Machinery Depot Company, 
through their representative, Cbas. 
Spratt, who was present, offered to 
build a “riveted" bridge for $96,090 and 
in teo months' time. This* he explained, 
meant that $15,000 in mechanical work 
w'ould be expended in this city outside 
the expenditure Involved in the actual 
construction. 

In this connection it might be pointed 
out that the specifications furnished by 
H. P. Bril provide for what k known as 
a “pin bridge," which would be of less 
weight than the other, but not better. 
The Victoria Machinery Depot's tender 
for a pin bridge (the superstructure) is 
5.74 cents per pound, or in round figures 
according to the city engineer’s estimate 
$08,040. But it would not be completed 
under sixteeu months, because none of 
the factories could fill the order for mate¬ 
rial before next January. Besides this 
disadvantage but very little of the money 
would be expended In thk city. All the 
parts would be shipped from the factory 
where the order was placed, and simply 
put together here. As was explained.

ABANDONED AT SEA. 

The member* of the crew from the 
abandoned schooner Ottilia Po«ler»on **re 
nowr at San Francisco. The Ottilia Pe- 
derson waa en route from Whatcom to 
Hongkong with a cargo of lumber ag¬ 
gregating 900,000 feet, when she lost her 
rudder and Itejrnn to leak, the effects of 
a gale beginning on October 5th. She 
waa 000 miles from the Japanese coast, 
and while the leak waa kept down, It 
waa impossible to manage the craft. Be¬ 
ing without a rudder, she frequently 
pitched over on her beam ends. 

According to the atory of the men, 
there waa an Immediate prospect of the 
schooner foundering, when the American 
gunboat Princeton put In an appearance 
and took'off Capt Hanson and his nine 
men. The Princeton herself had been 
slightly damaged from the storm and 
could not take the Pederaton in tow. 
Consequently the schooner and her car¬ 
go was abandoned. On October 10th 
the Princetou reached Nagasaki, and the 
shipwrecked crew' wero landed. 

The Pederson’s principal owner was 
Capt. John Pederson, of Ban Franckco, 
and the veMiri was constructed last year 
at Ererett. coating $54,000. 


All hands were 
still on board, and great breakers were 
washing over the vessel. The Karnak 
rent a bout to the Kambysoe, taking off 
a few men at a time, aud although the 
returning boat was sometimes carried 
clear aboard the Karnak’a deck by the 
giant rollers and threatened with de¬ 
traction, all the men were safely land¬ 
ed. The captain, chief engineer, two 
sailors and two firemen preferred to re¬ 
main ou the wrecked steamer, aud for 
the following two day* the Karnak 
stood by waiting to take them off. The 
heroic men finally signalled that they 
were ready to be saved, but by thia 
time the water was np to the first plat¬ 
form in the Kamhyses, and all the cargo 
w as submerged. The boat tliut took off 
the men was able to go on the deck of 
the Kairihyses. Two days later, at 
Punta Arenas, the shipwrecked crew 
went aboard the Herodot. of the Kosmoa 
line, and sailed for Hamburg. The 
Kambysert, with all her cargo, is reported 
to be a total lore. 

Officers of the Karnak report that 
when at Punta Arenas; three weeks 
ago. the Colombian rebel gunboat 
FadiUa was patrolling the entrance to 
the harbor for the purpose of preventing 
the departure of the steamer Poas, an 
English built v esse l lately acquired by 
Colombia, and which is intended for the 
defense of Panama, in conjunction with 
the Bogota. When the Karnak left the 
Padilla was maintaining an effective 
blockade, with no prospect of the Poos 
getting to sen.

made publio and it was shown not only 
that t^Svguestion of Inter-Imperial trade 
had ueen discussed, but that the claims 
of Canada had been vigorously and ably 
pietvul, it became necessary to change 
front again nnd reconnoitre for a new 
position from which to level the artil¬ 
lery of criticism. The government cut 
the ground from under its feet, but the 
governments of all the other colonies 
are pledged to cut the ground frppi un¬ 
der their fett in the same manner, and 
Eurcpe has been impressed with the 
consequences which may follow when 
the policy inaugurated by the Lanrier 
government has been adopted by all the 
colonies of Great Britain and the 
Mother Country has been compelled by 
the inexorable forces which are operat¬ 
ing ia the political and economic world 
to-day to become a partner In the fill* 
anev. The British government hesitates 
to identify itself with the movement at 
present. That is quite natural, because 
it requires no very acute political dis¬ 
cernment to observe the delicacy of the 
position of Initial statesmen. ( 

But the condemnation of the policy of 
Iho Lanrier government implies that if 
the recommendations of the opposition 
had been adopted' the result would have 
been altogether different. It la no easy 
matt'T to determine just what the policy 
of the Conservative party is in regard 
to endeavoring to increase the intimacy 
of the trade relations between Canada 
and the Mother Country. It has been 
said by some of the leading lights of the 
party that the present preference is of 
no value, and that it should be abolish¬ 
ed as soon as a more enlightened gov¬ 
ernment gains power.

T T pon Mr. Justice Martin granting the 
application of Mr. Higgins, Capt. Cole¬ 
man was therefore again placed nnder 
arrest, and la awaiting extradition pro¬ 
ceedings being gone on with. The ac¬ 
cused will fight extradition. 

Mr. Higgins applied later in the day 
to Mr. Justice Martin for Ooleman’s re¬ 
lease on hail. The application being op¬ 
posed by O. C. Bass, of the Attorney- 
General’s department, and Mr. Powell 
for the private prosecutor. The prosecu¬ 
tion's contention was that the court had 
no jurisdiction to grant bail for a pri¬ 
soner held f«v extradition, but on the 
authority of'a precisely similar case 
which occurred fa Ontario last year His 
Lordship admitted the prisoner to bail 
ir. the amount of $ 2 , 000 , to lie made up 
of $ftOO mi Coleman’s own recognisance, 
nnd two safeties of $750 each. R. J. Her 
and C. W. Rhodes appeared as bonds¬ 
men for the prisoner and furnished the 
necessary’securities, and Coleman la now 
at liberty. 

The prosecution contended that the 
court should make some other order as 
to the disposition 'of the child, pending 
the arrival to morrow of the mother and 
the expected txtradition papers. His 
lordship, however, could not see that he 
had any authority to make such an 
order, remarking that the father, haring 
brought the child Into the jurisdiction of 
the court, he would be looked upon as 
criminally responsible for Its proper sup¬ 
port, anj being in the eye of the law the 
child’s natural guardian, the court coaid 
not assume to prejudge his case by de¬ 
priving him of its custody. The prose- 
. ution stated that their fear was that 
Coleman would immediately spirit the 
little girl away, and thus deprive them 
of their only material witness. 

The order releasing Coleman provides 
that if proper extradition papers arc 
forthcoming, he shall immediately sur¬ 
render himself again to the warden of 
the common jail. 

The hearing of the ease will com¬ 
mence to-morrow morning.
